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ANNUAL REPORT FOR 1960 


Reading annual reports is only too often a cure for insomnia. This is hardly surprising for 
their substance largely depends upon continuity and repetition. Without these any institution 
can show but spasmodic and superficial results. Each new year cannot be vastly different or 
more “exciting” than the last. Cultural and educational achievement, particularly, would well 
be measured in decades and, even more, by qualitative as well as quantitative standards. We 
can be heartened that membership increased by five per cent, reaching an all time high of 
8,522, that the attendance of 426,490 visitors represents an eleven per cent increase over 1959, 
and that adult education class and lecture attendance again showed a significant gain, this time 
of 24.5%, from 22,697 to 28,241. These gains can be partly attributed to increased Museum 
activity, but a share of credit must go to the Membership and Publicity Departments under 
the guidance of Mrs. Margaret R. Parkin. However, this activity is significant only if the result 
is increased awareness and knowledge; but results on these levels require some years of growth 
before they become evident. 

The death on June 10 of Laurence H. Norton, a Trustee for twenty-one years, was a sad 
loss for the city and its cultural and charitable institutions. His long familiarity with the 
problems of the Museum and its neighbors was a very real source of strength for the Board 
of Trustees and the staff. The Board was strengthened by the election on July 22 of three new 
Trustees: Mrs. David S. Ingalls, Robert I. Gale, Jr., and A. Dean Perry. 

Mrs. Marguerite Munger, Educational Club Supervisor, retired after twenty-four years of 
service. The Education Department staff was brought up to normal strength by the appointment 
of Martin Linsey as an instructor. Henry H. Hawley was appointed Assistant Curator of 
Decorative Arts with particular responsibility for the arts of the Post-Renaissance; Miss 


Elizabeth Ourusoff was appointed an Assistant in the Painting Department on September 26 
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and Miss Mildred Miller assumed her duties as Manager of the Cafeteria on March 28. A major 
change in organization was made in January by making the extension exhibitions service a 
separate department under its able Administrator, Miss Doris E. Dunlavy. The growing impor- 
tance of this department’s work, notably in the new extension galleries at the main building 
of the Cleveland Public Library and Karamu House, fully justified its new status. The nearly 
completed civic gallery at Lakewood High School will add still greater reponsibilities. 

The steady growth of the Museum’s stature as a repository of significant works of art 
continued in 1960. The combination of increasing prices and growing scarcity in the art market 
did not affect the remarkable appearance of the annual exhibition of acquisitions, the Year in 
Review. Only the most extraordinary of the works shown there can be mentioned in this 
summary. The painting collection was again a principal area of development with The Holy 
House of Nazareth by Francisco de Zurbaran leading the list of additions (purchase, Leonard 
C. Hanna, Jr., Bequest). One of the finest of all works by this Spanish master, it. was pre- 
viously unknown. A rare Gothic panel, Holy Trinity (purchase, Mr. and Mrs. William H. 
Marlatt Fund), and avery large glowing oil of Waterlilies by Monet (purchase, John L. Severance 
Fund) represent French painting at high levels of achievement. 

The hitherto weak contemporary section of the Museum’s collection was started on the 
road to improvement by the Trustees’ generous allotment of monies from the General Reserve 
Fund to be spent at the discretion of the Director and staff for this purpose. The always difficult 
and personal evaluation of the contemporary scene will undoubtedly make the selections 
subject to discussion. Paintings by Hans Hofmann, Conrad Marca-Relli, William Baziotes, 
Roberto Matta Echaurren, and a sculpture by Alicia Penalba were acquired by purchase. 
Mrs. Lyonel Feininger most generously gave a major oil, Markwippach, by her late and gifted 
husband. 

The Print Department’s major purchase of the year was the first drawing by Rembrandt to 
enter the collections. Representing Christ Taken Before Caiaphas (purchase, Leonard C. Hanna, 
Jr., Bequest), it is a large and dramatic study from the middle years of the artist’s life. Seven 
rare proofs, formerly in the Liechtenstein Collection, from the Weisskunig series by Hans 
Burgkmair and Leonhard Beck (Dudley P. Allen Fund) were purchased. 

While the number of objects purchased for the Department of Decorative Arts was not 
large, two are of particular interest: a powerful Gothic head from Toulouse of an apostle in 
limestone (J. H. Wade Fund), and one of the largest and most beautiful pieces of fifteenth- 
century Venetian glass in the world (John L. Severance Fund). This latter, added to the seven 
already exhibited, makes our display of this rare art second to none. Several generous donors 


added luster to the decorative arts collection, especially Mrs. Salmon P. Halle with her gift 
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of French furniture and sculpture, a life interest being retained, and Mrs. R. Henry Norweb 
with her gift of an unusually fine African Tribal sculpture, a rearing wooden snake from the 
Baga Tribe. 

Two departments made their most important purchases to date. The Textile Department 
received the justly famous incomplete set of three Gothic tapestries named for the Chateau of 
Chaumont (one gift by exchange; one purchase, Leonard C. Hanna, Jr., Bequest; and one 
purchase, John L. Severance Fund). Perhaps the richest in color of all known Gothic tapestries, 
they add a new theme to our representation of Medieval art—the combination of present joy 
and future sadness so common in late Medieval France. The Near Eastern collection acquired 
a presently unique object, an Achaemenid sculpture in the round, Median Lion Strangler in 
lapis lazuli (purchase, J. H. Wade Fund). This truly extraordinary object, strong in composition 
and effect, delicate and precise in detail, gives a long needed impetus to our undeveloped repre- 
sentation of the ancient Near East. While not quite so rare, the granite portrait Amenemhat IIT 
is an equally fine and significant addition to the small but important holdings of the Department 
of Egyptian and Classical Art. 

The Oriental collections have grown through the years until they begin to present a well 
rounded picture of the fine arts of Eastern Asia. Our collection of Rajput paintings, with its 
thirteen miniature additions, is now one of the three significant public displays in this country. 
A large gilt bronze from Pala Bengal (purchase, Leonard C. Hanna, Jr., Bequest) is one of the 
finest representations of this style outside of India. The collection of Chinese paintings was 
much strengthened by the addition of a hand scroll in a rare category, an early painting of 
horses (purchase, Leonard C. Hanna, Jr., Bequest) by one of the finest of the painters in this 
specialized realm, Jén Jén-fa, and by the generous anonymous gift of a well known hand scroll, 
Chrysanthemums and Cabbages by T’ao Cheng. The small but choice group of later Chinese 
jades was augmented by several generous gifts from Mrs. John Lyon Collier in memory of 
her mother, Mrs. G. M. G. Forman. A powerful, large jade buffalo of the early Ming Dynasty 
and a superb white jade knife with an inscription of the Sung Emperor Hui Tsung, are particu- 
larly notable. Japanese art was well represented in the Department’s growth. The Bird and 
Flower screen by Sesshi, given by Mrs. A. Dean Perry, is one of the artist’s most brilliant 
works in this genre and adds a great name to our fine collection of screens. A gay and humorous 
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two-fold screen of the Thirty-Six Poets (cover illustration) and often-reproduced standard 
examples of the “Foreign Barbarian” screen type were other additions to this now very strong 
section of the Oriental collection. Fine Japanese sculpture is rare on the art market and a 
fortunate purchase in Japan (John L. Severance Fund) added a dated Amida (1269) by K6shun, 
now resplendent with gold after a patient and skillful cleaning. 

This latter-day miracle of retrieving the past has been one of the major developments at 
the Museum in recent years. The work of Joseph Alvarez and Fred Hollendonner as well as 
that achieved by our use of the services of Messrs. R. and S. N. Hlopoff and William Suhr 
has resulted in the positive transformation of paintings, but particularly of numerous sculptures 
and objects of decorative art. A special section of the Year in Review Exhibition was devoted 
to their work, completed and in process. The results are not only spectacular as in the case of 
French eighteenth-century furniture and ormolu, for example, but are part of a never ending 
campaign of careful preservation. The brilliant cleaning and repair of the table by Martin 
Carlin and of the desk by Bernard II Vanrisamburgh are only partial evidence of the work 
completed this year. 

The special exhibition program for 1960 included loan exhibitions and displays composed 
of material from the permanent collections. Two of the three major loan exhibitions were or- 
ganized by this Museum: The Lyonel Feininger Memorial Exhibition under the direction of 
Henry S. Francis, circulated in the United States and now to be shown in Europe; Paths of 
Abstract Art, organized by Edward B. Henning, and notable for its handsome content as well 
as for its rational organization reflected in the catalogue. The Museum was one of several to 
show the exhibition of Gandhara Sculpture from Pakistan circulated by the government of 
that country. In this exhibition, as in the others, the exhibition techniques revealed the out- 
standing abilities of the Museum Designer, William E. Ward. Exhibitions drawn from the 
home collections are an increasingly important activity of major American museums. Fixed 
displays, eternally unalterable, only serve to limit the infinite capabilities of works of art to 
provide sensuous and intellectual delight in different contexts. Herbs in Art was a particularly 
fine example of imaginative selection under the direction of Mrs. Margaret F. Marcus, while 
the Educational Corridor shows, under the aegis of Miss Janet Mack, continue to be among 
the most stimulating displays of this type in this country—Aspects of Drawing, The Artist 
and the Theatre, and others were major supplements to the collections and to the Special 
Exhibition program. 

The complex and balanced program of the Educational Department is accurately reflected 
in the Curator’s report. This Department, more than any other, must work at varying levels of 
— and understanding; from children’s beginning classes to the upper-level college and

graduate courses for qualified members and the students of Western Reserve University. The 
new involvement of the Museum, even on the present limited scale, with contemporary “‘avant 
garde” art has much increased the educational responsibilities of the Department—not to 
propagandize but to educate in balanced discrimination. 

The numerous publications, both articles and books, by the various members of the Museum’s 
staff should be mentioned here; for they are an important part of the educational endeavor. 
The fruitful combination of excellent personnel, a well-rounded collection of great works of art, 
a fine and growing library, the best art reference library in this region, and of the Trustees’ 
material recognition of the need for travel for study and research, has resulted in meaningful 
productivity. This in turn has taxed to the utmost Merald E. Wrolstad, Editor of Museum 
Publications. The results have been beyond our expectations as witness the increased flexibility 
and attractiveness of the Bulletin and of the Journal of Aesthetics and Art Criticism, and the 
creative book design evident in the catalogue Paths of Abstract Art. 

Musical activity, thanks to the Musart Society, the Museum’s P. J. McMyler Fund and the 
Curator, Walter Blodgett, continued to increase both quantitatively and qualitatively. The 
Department makes a very important contribution to music in Cleveland by sponsoring 
musical organizations or performing programs not usually heard at other institutions. The 
Curator’s development of the May Festival of Contemporary Music is a fitting counterpoise to a 
still major concern for Renaissance and Baroque music. Between the splendid musical diet and 
the equally absorbing menu of floral displays provided by Malcolm Martin and his assistant, 
Leon Santamary, the visual arts of man have had heavy and worthy competition. 

Unlike the other departments those of Operations and of Buildings and Grounds receive 
little public attention. Nothing is heard when all goes well and little has been heard from them 
this year. Like icebergs, their substance is hidden; but without their patient cooperation with an 
often and properly demanding staff, their calm confrontation of recurrent crises, we would be 
hard pressed indeed. Albert J. Grossman, Operations Administrator, quietly bears a major 
portion of the fiscal and administrative load. The excellent condition of the buildings and their 
often admired neat appearance is the responsibility of the Building and Grounds Department 
under James Cuthbertson. To them and to their departments goes well deserved praise. 

The real substance of that portion of our year’s achievement reducible to print is conveyed 
in the accompanying departmental reports. This digest is but a thank offering from the Trustees 
and the Director to the numerous and generous friends of the Museum and to the personnel 
of this remarkable institution.

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Painting Department 


The Department received two gifts of special interest 
for the Museum collections. The first, a miniature, 
Portrait of an Elizabethan Gallant by the portraitist, 
Nicholas Hilliard, earliest indigenous English painter 
and most characteristic, from the Earl of Northamp- 
ton’s collection was the gift of Mrs. A. Dean Perry in 
memory of her parents, Mr. and Mrs. Edward Belden 
Greene. This important example will join the already 
outstanding group of English miniatures in Mr. 
Greene’s fine collection given to the Museum. The 
second gift of importance is the oil painting Mark- 
wippach by Lyonel Feininger, gift of his widow, Mrs. 
Julia Feininger. Presented at the finish of the tour of 
the Memorial Exhibition in June 1960, it commemo- 
rates the exhibition and brings to the Museum a fine 
early oil of an outstanding artist of his time. 

Other gifts included Landscape by Asher Brown 
Durand as the Bequest of Mrs. James Albert Ford, 
and a group of pictures listed below given by Mrs. 
A. Dean Perry in memory of her parents, chief of 
which is Bridge in Venice by Maurice B. Prendergast. 

Purchases for the year included three groups: five 
oils acquired for the Contemporary Collection; three 
purchases from the May Show; and four pictures 
acquired throughout the year from various funds. 
Of the latter, the first, a fifteenth-century French 
Primitive, Holy Trinity, came as an accession from 
the Mr. and Mrs. William H. Marlatt Fund and adds 
to two other isolated and rare examples of the early 
French School, a picture of unusual importance. 
The second, Waterlilies by Claude Monet, was ac- 
quired from the John L. Severance Fund, bringing 
to the representative group of Monet’s painting al- 
ready in the collection a surpassing example of his 
late work, an especially fine and rich handling of the 
late water garden series. The third oil, Still Life with 
a Silver Wine Jar and a Reflected Portrait of the 
Artist by Abraham van Beyeren, brings a Dutch still 
life unrepresented by any example in the collection, 
and one of brilliant technical versatility and richness. 
It was also acquired through the Mr. and Mrs. Wil- 
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liam H. Marlatt Fund. Last, but not least, The Holy 
House of Nazareth by Francisco de Zurbaran was 
purchased from the Bequest of Leonard C. Hanna, 
Jr. A picture of outstanding quality with an unusual 
and arresting treatment of the religious subject, it 
was unknown in the literature and records of Zur- 
baran’s extensive output and appeared from almost 
complete obscurity. 

Five paintings were purchased with the funds pro- 
vided for the Contemporary Coliection. Smaragd 
Red and Germinating Yellow gives us an excellent 
picture by Hans Hofmann, a German-American 
painter and teacher who has had enormous influence 
on contemporary American painting. 

The Surge is a large abstract collage by Conrad 
Marca-Relli, a young American artist of great gifts 
who did a series of works dealing with the problems 
of space and movement in abstract terms. 

Among the artists who came to this country from 
Europe during World War II were several Surrealists 
including the Chilean-born Roberto Matta Echaur- 
ren. The contact of these artists with young Ameri- 
can painters stimulated the first real American art 
movement of international significance. The small 
painting by Matta entitled La Rosa is an excellent 
example of this artist’s work at this crucial historical 
juncture. Important among the American group was 
William Baziotes whose fine painting, Water Form, 
painted in 1947, was also acquired. 

A totally different kind of painting, and one which 
eloquently combines Western concepts with tradi- 
tional Japanese interests is the discreet picture, Dry 
Field, by the contemporary Japanese painter, Yasuo 
Kazuki. 

From the May Show the three purchases were 
Robert C. Brisley’s Legend of Blue Valley, acquired 
from the Silver Jubilee Fund; the oil, Fleur d’Hiver 
by Victor Kord; and Green Fantasy, a water color by 
Anthony Vaiksnoras, but acquired from the Cleve- 
land Traveling Exhibitions Fund. 

Exhibitions included the Memorial Exhibition of 
the work of Lyonel Feininger which was organized 
at the Museum by Mrs. Tzeutschler and the Curator. 
It opened first in San Francisco, followed by a show- 
ing in Minneapolis. Mrs. Feininger with her son and 
grandson were present for opening ceremonies in 
Cleveland. The May Show, the second exhibition, is 
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discussed elsewhere. In August and September the 
Sara Roby Foundation Collection was exhibited. 
Paths of Abstract Art opened the autumn exhibit 
season, assembled by Edward Henning, Assistant to 
the Director, who wrote the accompanying catalogue. 
Gifts and acquisitions were shown in the Year in 
Review Exhibition during December. 

Department routine covered details of the above 
exhibitions, especially for the Feininger show, the 
nucleus of which was shipped to England where it 
was shown in York and London in the fall and for- 
warded to Germany. Seventy pictures were loaned 
throughout the year, lent variously to twenty-five 
exhibitions. 

The Repentant St. Peter by Georges de la Tour 
and Portrait of a Youth by Bartolommeo Veneto 
were sent to William Suhr in New York for restora- 
tion. 

In July Mrs. Nancy C. Wixom was made Research 
Assistant in the Department; and in September Miss 
Elizabeth Ourusoff joined the Department as Assist- 
ant in Painting. 

The Curator served as juror ai the Los Angeles 
County Museum of Art for their 1960 annual Ex- 
hibition of Artists of Los Angeles and Vicinity; and 
in December went briefly to London followed by 
Madrid to attend the exhibition of Velasquez. 

From September 1 to December 8 Mrs. Wixom 
traveled in Europe for study and research. 

Distinguished foreign visitors to the Department

Dean, Trinity College, Oxford; T. R. McDonald, 
Director, Art Gallery, Hamilton, Ontario, Canada; 
Dr. Machteld Johanna Mellink, University of 
Utrecht; Andrei Mylnikov, Academy of Art, Lenin- 
grad; Dr. D. C. RGell, Rijksmuseum, Amsterdam;

Department of Prints 


and Drawings 


Additions to the collection made during 1960 bring 
the total figure to 10,400 prints and 1,328 drawings 
and mc noucypes. First in importance is the purchase 
from the Leonard C. Hanna, Jr., Bequest of the pen 
and wash drawing, Christ Taken Before Caiaphas, 
by Rembrandt; the first drawing by this artist to 
come to the collection. Augmenting the Museum’s 
collection of Rembrandt’s prints is the brilliant im- 
pression of The Incredulity of Thomas purchased 
from the Dudley P. Allen Fund. Seven woodcuts, 
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rare proof impressions, from Emperor Maximilian’s 
Der Weisskunig (five by Hans Burgkmair and two 
by Leonhard Beck), and two woodcuts by Lucas van 
Leyden, Samson and Delilah and Solomon Adoring 
Idols, all from the Prince Liechtenstein collection, 
are important additions to the Museum’s group of 
fine sixteenth-century woodcuts. An engraving of 
exceptional quality by the fifteenth-century master 
Israhel van Meckenem is The Organ Player and His 
Wife in the rare first state from the Friedrich August 
II collection. Five drawings; by Federico Barocci, 
Giuseppe Bazzani, Gaspero Diziani, Jan Brueghel 
the Elder, and Jan Fyt, enrich the Museum’s growing 
collection of drawings. 

Three prints—by Andrea Andreani, Jacques Bel- 
lange, and Honoré Daumier—were gifts of The 
Print Club of Cleveland in honor of William Math- 
ewson Milliken. Outstanding among the eighteen 
prints given by Mr. and Mrs. Lewis B. Williams are 
the set of The Twelve Months in the first state by 
Jan van de Velde, and the fine woodcut proof of Hans 
Baldung Grien’s Crucifixion. Four proofs from 
Diirer’s Small Passion on wood were the gift of Mr. 
and Mrs. Paul Ehrenfest in memory of William J. 
Collins. Among the gifts from Mrs. A. Dean Perry 
in memory of Mr. and Mrs. Edward Belden Greene 
were three drawings—by Greuze, J. B. Isabey, and 
Jongkind. 

The important loan exhibition of the year was of 
prints and paintings by Shiko Munakata, in which 
were included the two presentation prints of The 
Print Club of Cleveland for 1959 and 1960. The 
Department installed, in addition, Gifts of the Print 
Club to the Museum: 1939-1959, concluding the 
exhibitions commemorating the Print Club’s fortieth 
anniversary. A large group of prints and a small 
group of letterhead drawings by Lyonel Feininger, 
for the most part lent by the Feininger family, were 
installed in the print gallery to complement the 
Lyonel Feininger Memorial Exhibition. An exhibi- 
tion of Flower and Fruit Prints and Drawings was 
on view during the summer. The Department also 
furnished material for various exhibitions installed 
by the Department of Education. 

In his capacity as Curator of Prints and Drawings, 
as well as of Paintings, Mr. Francis accomplished 
various tasks in the interest of the Department on 
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his visits in June to Los Angeles, and in December 
to London and to Madrid, where his primary objec- 
tive was to see the Velasquez Exhibition and the col- 
lections of the Prado, particularly the Goya draw- 
ings. 

Leona E. Prasse made a trip east in May to do 
research for a Guggenheim Project on Lyonel Fein- 
inger in various museums, galleries, and private 
collections. While on a three-month trip to Europe, 
Miss Prasse visited museums, galleries, and private 
collections in London, Western Germany, Switzer- 
land, France, Italy, Greece, Istanbul, and Madrid. 
A visa was obtained to travel in the German Demo- 
cratic Republic cities of East Berlin, Rostock, 
Warnemunde, Quedlinburg, Weimar, Naumburg, 
Wartburg, Dresden, Moritzburg, and Potsdam, 
mainly in search of work by and records on Lyonel 
Feininger in museums and private collections, the 
result of which was most rewarding. A rare oppor- 
tunity was offered to study for several days, particu- 
larly the fifteenth- and sixteenth-century drawings 
and prints of the Italian, German, and Netherlandish 
schools, in the Kupferstich-Kabinett of the Staat- 
lichen Kunstsammlungen, Dresden. 

During the year Louise S. Richards attended a 
Rembrandt Seminar at the University of Michigan 
in November, and participated as a consultant in the 
Woman’s Career Conference, Oberlin College, in 
December. 

Mrs. Judith A. Butler, who had admirably served 
the Department as secretary since 1958, left the 
position after assisting on a part-time basis during 
the late summer and fall. Gloria F. Seaman, a grad- 
uate of Smith College, joined the Department in 
October.

With one exception, the chief acquisitions were 
directed towards the enrichment of the Museum’s 
collection of sculpture. The earliest work—the head 
from a full length, over life-size figure of an apostle, 
French, Toulouse, about 1330—adds a significant 
example of Gothic monumental sculpture. Similarly, 
the large walnut St. John the Evangelist provides a 
rare representation of Tuscan Gothic sculpture 
around 1400. The rarest acquisition of all is not a 
sculpture but a footed bowl in blue glass, Venetian, 
about 1500, enameled with scenes of putti dancing 
and playing musical instruments in a landscape. It 
comes from the Collection of Baron Maurice de 
Rothschild. A diminutive bronze dog scratching him- 
self from the Ducal Museum at Gotha adds a choice 
example of Renaissance Nuremberg bronze work to 
our already notable nucleus in this field. Contem- 
porary sculpture has not been completely overlooked. 
Penalba, one of the creative younger artists working 
in present-day Paris, contributes a poetic idiom 
distinctly her own in Faun des Mers, acquired for the 
Contemporary Collection. 

A new scale to the small but choice African tribal 
art collection has been achieved with the generous

gift of Mrs. R. Henry Norweb. This gift, a large, 
sinuous painted wood snake from the Landouman 
sub-tribe of the Baga in Guinea, was joined subse- 
quently by the purchased large dance mask with 
figure from the Dogon Tribe in present-day Republic 
of Mali. Our pre-Columbian collection was enriched 
by the addition of an Aztec stone ocelot, the gift of 
Miss Helen Humphreys. 

Two special exhibitions were held within the De- 
partment. In the spring an exhibition of small sculp- 
tures from the Museum’s permanent collection at- 
tracted the interest of many visitors and the press. 
Examples from ancient Egyptian times to the present 
day were arranged historically in nearly ideal condi- 
tions with respect to scale, space, and lighting. The 
Seven Metals of Africa came as an early summer 
loan exhibition organized by The University Mu- 
seum, Philadelphia. Fine examples of bronze cast- 
ing and other metalwork coming from a variety of 
African Negro tribes comprised this outstanding 
traveling exhibition. The Cleveland showing was 
supplemented by additional pieces from the Mu- 
seum’s own collection, from two Cleveland private 
collections, and from a New York dealer. 
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A section of the exhibition, Small Sculptures from the Museum’s Collections 


In July the Museum was fortunate in obtaining 
the services of Mr. Henry Hawley who has taken 
charge of the extensive post-Renaissance (after 
1600) and American decorative arts collections. He 
is also in charge of the pre-Columbian collection. 

A number of lectures have been given by members 
of the Department. In the spring William D. Wixom 
gave six lectures on Medieval and Renaissance Il- 
lustrated Manuscripts, Twelfth to Sixteenth Centur- 
ies. He also talked on French Medieval Sculpture on 
WIJW-TV. In the fall, Henry Hawley delivered a 
series of four talks on Decorative Arts of the Eight- 
eenth Century to members of the Folio Club. He also 
spoke on American decorative arts to the Society of 
Collectors, Cleveland. 

Published commentaries by Mr. Wixom on con-

temporary sculptures by Jacques Lipchitz, Henry 
Moore, Alicia Perez Penalba, David Smith, and 
Hans Uhlmann appeared in the catalogue for Paths 
of Abstract Art, 1960. 

Additional improvements in the installation of the 
permanent collection have been attempted. In each 
instance, factors of stylistic association, art historical 
sequence, and inherent qualities of individual ob- 
jects were kept in mind. Extensive changes were 
made by Mr. Wixom in the display of Italian majol- 
ica, Venetian glass, Renaissance bronzes, illuminated 
manuscripts, and German Renaissance objects in 
Galleries 18 and 19, through the introduction of new 
case arrangements including continuous wall cases 
and new lighting. Further changes were made by 
Mr. Hawley in Galleries 20—23, and 25 for more 


: 
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spacious displays, to provide more harmonious 
groupings of stylistically related objects, and to re- 
move the Savonnerie panels and furniture from the 
damaging effects of natural light. The gallery de- 
voted to American decorative arts was dismantled; 
the American silver and some of the furniture were 
moved to the American painting galleries. 

Messrs. R. Hlopoff and N. Hlopoff of New York 
have spent several weeks, both in the spring and in 
the fall, cleaning and repairing important objects in 
the Museum’s eighteenth-century collection of 
decorative arts. 

In the fall, the Trustees made it possible for Mr. 
Wixom to visit eleven European countries. Special

Still continuing opportunities for acquisition al- 
lowed the Department to make significant additions 
to the Indian, Chinese, and Japanese collections. 
Only some of these can be noted here; a complete 
listing will be found at the end of this brief note. 
The principal Indian accessions were a group of 
no less than fourteen miniature paintings, one of 
them in the Mughal style, the others in the Rajput 
mode. The generosity of the Mundane and Folio 
Clubs made two of these acquisitions possible, the 
others being acquired from the income of various 
Museum purchase funds. A rich and delicate Rajput 


enamel pendant of the eighteenth century came 
through the kindness of the Twentieth Century Club. 
The only sculpture of the year was a large and rare 
gilt bronze altarpiece of the tenth century from 
Bengal (purchase, Leonard C. Hanna, Jr. Bequest). 

Despite the difficult import restrictions imposed 
by the Treasury Department licensing rules for 
Chinese art, some extremely significant gifts were 
received and purchases made. The still necessary 
growth of the painting section was partly fulfilled by 
the addition of fine examples of three previously 
unrepresented subjects: a well-known early Ming 
flower and vegetable scroll given anonymously; a 
buffalo album leaf of the Sung Dynasty given by Mr. 
and Mrs. Severance A. Millikin; and a hand scroll 
of horses by Jén Jén-fa from the Imperial Collection 
(Leonard C. Hanna, Jr., Bequest).

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Our relatively weak collection of early Chinese 
bronzes was strengthened through the acquisition, 
by purchase and exchange, of four Shang Dynasty 
vessels. The good group of later Chinese jades was 
made much stronger by a most generous presentation 
of superb examples given by Mrs. John Lyon Collyer, 
in memory of her mother, Mrs. G. M. Forman. The 
large Ming buffalo and the pure white jade knife 
with an inscription of the Sung Emperor, Hui Tsung, 
are particularly notable. 

One can only be thankful for the new, miniature 
orientation of the interests of active Japanese collec- 
tors, for it has made possible in the last few years the 
rapid and significant enlargement of the Museum’s 
superb collection of Japanese screens. Again this year, 
previously unimaginable possibilities were made 
actualities. Mrs. A. Dean Perry gave a rare, colored, 
bird and flower screen by Sesshi. A well loved and 
long time loan, the two-fold screen of the 36 Poets 
attributed to Kagei (colored reproduction on the 
cover) was purchased with income from the Mr. 
and Mrs. William H. Marlatt Fund. Finally, the 
Curator’s visit to Tokyo resulted in the purchase 
(J. H. Wade Fund) of a justly famous pair of 
screens, Namban Byobu, showing the arrival of a 
European merchant ship at Nagasaki. Tokyo also 
produced the resplendent wooden image of Amida 
by Kdshun, dated 1269 (John L. Severance Fund), 
already published in this Bulletin and currently being 
cleaned to reveal the extraordinarily well-preserved 
gold decoration. Several Japanese potteries and por- 
celains were purchased with Museum funds or given 
by Mr. and Mrs. Severance A. Millikin. A few years 
ago the collections could display only one example 
of this genre; it is now possible to give a decent out- 
line of Japanese ceramics with excellent objects. 

The study, display, cleaning and restoration, pub- 
lication, and lending of objects from the Oriental 
collections occupies the Department’s personnel. 
The Assistant Curator has continued to aid the Li- 
brary in the effective development of its Oriental 
holdings. The Curator completed the revised manu- 
script of the long out-of-print Chinese Landscape 
Painting, and it is scheduled for re-publication by the 
Museum in 1961. He could not have achieved this 
without the splendid support of Mr. Ho, Mrs. Staf- 
strom, and Mrs. Marcus. 


A major travel allowance permitted the Curator 
to visit Japan, Taiwan, and the Palace Collection at 
Taichung (for the first time) , Hong Kong, and India. 
Preliminary arrangements were made in Tokyo, New 
Delhi, and other Indian centers, for future exhibi- 
tions of Japanese Decorative Style (late summer 
1961) and Indian Metal Sculpture (1963), both to 
be held in collaboration with other museums in this 
country. With the assistance of Mrs. Marcus and 
Mr. Ward, the Curator was responsible for the se- 
lection and catalogue of the Rajput Painting Exhibi- 
tion at the Asia Society, New York, which opened 
on December 1 and which contained twenty-one 
miniatures from the Museum’s collection as well as 
sixteen pages from the important private collection 
of Mr. George P. Bickford. Two lectures were given 
by the Curator in other cities; one on Liang Ch’ing- 
piao, the Silent and Eloquent Collector, at the Freer 
Gallery of Art, Washington, D.C.; the other, Con- 
trasts in Chinese and Japanese Art, at the Minne- 
apolis Institute of Art. 

Distinguished foreign visitors included Prof. S. 
Mizuno of Kyoto University; Mrs. Madhura Desai, 
Director of the Buhlabhai Memorial Institute, Bom- 
bay; Dr. Hanit Yupho, University of Bangkok; Dr. 
Lo Chia-luen of the Palace Museum, Taichung; 
Prof. Michael Sullivan, University of London; Dr. 
Eleanor Consten, Institut fiir Kunstgeschichte, 
Aachen; Mr. Inosuke Setsu, Tokyo; and Mr. Jun- 
kichi Mayuyama, Tokyo.

This year it was again possible to add an important 
and rare work of Egyptian sculpture to the Museum’s 
collection. The royal Portrait of Amenemhat III 
(1842-1797 B.c.), purchased from the J. H. Wade 
Fund, was a particularly fortunate accession, for 
Egyptian sculpture from this period, in high quality 
and representing a royal subject, is of the utmost 
rarity. It was published in the Bulletin for November, 
1960. The Museum can never hope to have a great 
synoptic presentation of Egyptian art, but it is now 
possible to show the great periods in great works. 

The loan of seven works of the late period to the 
monumental exhibition on that theme at the Brook- 
lyn Museum is an indication of the quality of our 
numerically small collection. Attention should also 
be called to the loan of the Greek archaic marble 
Kouros to the exhibition of Greek Masterpieces 
Commemorating the 500th Anniversary of the Uni- 
versity at Basle, Switzerland. This was the first oppor- 
tunity European scholars have had to study this rela- 
tively recently discovered original.

Departments of Textiles 
and Near Eastern Art 


The year saw major acquisitions in both Depart- 
ments. The first, chronologically speaking, was a 
Persian sculpture in lapis lazuli belonging to the 
Achaemenid Period and datable to the first half of 
the fifth century B.c. It is the only example of sculp- 
ture in the round which has so far come to light for 
this period—a fact which makes the object as his- 
torically important as it is beautiful. In the Textile 
Department, the major acquisitions were ‘three late- 
medieval tapestries from France. They are the prod- 
ucts of a school of tapestry weaving that has so far 
defied positive localization by scholars but which is 
generally believed to have flourished in the valley of 
Loire in the second half of the fifteenth century and 
early sixteenth century. The subjects of the tapestries 
are allegorical and their style relates them to such 
famous sets as the Lady and the Unicorn series at 
Cluny and the Hunt of the Uiiicorn series at the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art. One was acquired 
through purchase from the J. H. Wade Fund; the 
second from the Leonard C. Hanna, Jr. Bequest; and 
the third from Various Donors by Exchange. Three 
textiles were acquired as generous gifts from The 
Textile Arts Club. Acquisitions in the Near Eastern 
Department were two bronze beakers from Luristan, 
Persia, dating from about the eighth century B.c.; a 
miniature painting illustrating an episode from the 
Persian epic, the Shanamah, and belonging to the 
Timurid Period (fifteenth century a.D.); and a beau- 
tiful little ceramic jug from ninth-century Mesopo- 
tamia. 

It was a particularly busy year in the Near Eastern 
Department. During the spring semester, the Curator 
taught a graduate course at Western Reserve Uni- 
versity, Art of the Ancient Near East. In April she 
attended the Fourth Congress of the International 
Association for Iranian Art and Archaeology in New 
York and read a paper on Buyid silks. In August the 
Curator attended the Twenty-fifth International Con- 
gress of Orientalists in Moscow and visited the fam- 
ous Oriental collections of the Hermitage Museum in 
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Leningrad, after which she traveled extensively, 
visiting many museums and monuments in the Near 
East. Accompanied as always by a Leica, she brought 
back a collection of over 2,500 Kodachrome slides 
and a large selection of black and white negatives of 
objects in museum collections and architectural 
monuments.

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Education Department 


The year has been one of quiet, moderate growth in 
the Museum’s educational activities, and of improve- 
ment along many lines. It has not been marked by 
any dramatic events or drastic changes, such as the 
opening of the new wing or the year-long closing 
of the Museum which preceded it. We now have 
experienced personnel in nearly all key positions, 
and the many different tasks have gone ahead 
smoothly. 

One vacancy on our staff has been caused by the 
retirement on September 15 of Mrs. Marguerite 
Munger, Supervisor of Club Activities, after twenty- 
three years of valued service to the Museum. It is 
hoped that this position will be filled in the near 
future. Mr. Martin Linsey has joined our staff as 
Instructor. Mr. Linsey is a photographer and water 
colorist, and holds an M. A. degree in Art History 
from Western Reserve University. 

As we all know, statistical reports have a very 
limited and doubtful significance. Increases are not 
necessarily to be regarded as gains or greater suc- 
cesses, nor are drops in attendance to be regarded as 
losses. However, it is always interesting to follow the 
ups and downs in attendance. On the whole, the 
quantity of work done has reached the desirable 
maximum, especially in the children’s work. This 
applies both to the number of classes met and to 
the total attendance. It is easy to raise or lower the 
figures in most categories. Therefore it is with no 
especial feeling of pride that we report an increase 
in total attendance figures of about 20,000 for 1960 
as compared with 1959. Both the adult and child 
attendance went up about 10,000 each. The increase 
was more desirable in the case of adult attendance, 
because the previous figure had been smaller and 
because we had not reached our maximum in all 
categories of the adult work. It is a matter for sat- 
isfaction that a large part of the increase in adult 
attendance was registered for courses either in the 
Museum or outside. There were 798 adult groups 
taught in 1960 in the Museum, as compared with 


629 in 1959; 41 groups were met outside the Mu- 
seum as compared with 22 for the previous year. A 
substantial part of the increase was registered in 
comparatively systematic and thorough lecture 
courses, rather than by merely addressing a few 
much larger auditorium groups. This desirable in- 
crease was assisted by the lectures given to Junior 
Council groups, and by greater attendance at the 
courses for members and university students on a 
fairly advanced level. 

One important change is the absence of a report 
from Miss Dunlavy and the Division of Extension 
or Circulating Exhibits. For many years, her Di- 
vision was part of the Education Department. 
From one point of view, it seems a loss to this De- 
partment that her valuable section is now a separate 
one, reporting directly to the administration. How- 
ever, the change, which was made with the approval 
of the Department of Education, is not a loss to the 
educational work of the Museum as a whole. It 
makes for a more balanced organization of the 
Museum, and gives more freedom to the Extension 
Division to develop along its own lines, with its own 
budget. Cooperation between the two departments 
goes on as before. 

One significant trend which does not appear in 
the statistics and is not emphasized in the sectional 
reports is the increasing emphasis on contemporary 
art. We have always paid some attention to it, both 
through gallery talks at the successive May Shows 
and through separate courses and lectures on con- 
temporary movements in painting, sculpture, archi- 
tecture, decorative arts, and film. But in the last two 
years there has been a strong shift in that direction. 
Several important temporary exhibitions have been 
shown in this field, especially of abstract expres- 
sionist painting. A few purchases have been made by 
the Museum, and a greater interest has been shown 
in contemporary art by the Museum’s members, the 
Junior Council, and the general public. An increased 
proportion of our courses and lectures have been 
given on contemporary art both to adults and to 
children, by members of the Education staff and 
other departments in the Museum and by outside 
speakers. Talks have been given in the exhibition 
galleries, and in the auditorium with colored slides. 
The aim, as usual, is not necessarily to “sell” any 
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particular experimental type of art to the public, but 
to help people understand it, and to see and feel the 
artists’ intentions with some sympathy. Even though 
we do not urge people to like all modern art, an in- 
creased enjoyment of it often follows greater under- 
standing. What we try to do is to develop an in- 
formed and discriminating taste rather than particu- 
lar likes and dislikes, which are largely a personal 
matter. We believe that this increasing emphasis on 
contemporary art is of service also to Cleveland 
artists and students. Their work in local exhibitions 
seems to be more aware than in previous years of 
the currents in contemporary art in the outside 
world. Other types of art are not neglected, however. 
As in previous years, we have had a considerable 
variety of courses and lectures on the visual arts of 
different peoples and periods. In addition to history 
courses, we have given courses on aesthetics and 
criticism, some of which have dealt with contem- 
porary theories and standards of value in art. 

Some experimental courses were also given for 
young people, including the Museum Workshop for 
young people of high school and junior college age, 
conducted on Saturday afternoons by Mrs. Martha 
Carter. All the regular classes for young people on 
Saturday mornings and afternoons, both for mem- 
bers’ children, for especially talented students, and 
for unrestricted enrollment, were given successfully 
as usual. During the summer, in addition to the 
regular Outdoor Sketch Classes, a Seminar in 
Modern Art was given for young people of high 
school age, and an Experimental Studio Class on 
Animation and the Film was also given to high 
school students. The Sherman Puppet Theater con- 
ducted its classes for children during the winter, 
spring, and summer sessions. 

In the fall a lecture series for adults was given 
under the auspices of the Junior Council on Paths 
of Abstract Art, in correlation with the special ex- 
hibit by that name. Lectures were given by Alfred 
Frankfurter, Edward B. Henning, John Clague, 
Sherman E. Lee, Robert Motherwell, and Leroy 
Flint. 

It is a pleasure to acknowledge the successful 
series of film programs for adults, dealing with 
various types of contemporary motion picture art, 
conducted by Edward B. Henning. Although no 
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longer officially a member of the Education De- 
partment, Mr. Henning works with us and con- 
tributes greatly to this important branch of the pro- 
gram. George Reid manages the film programs for 
young people. 

During 1960, Dr. Johnson, Dr. Saisselin, and the 
Curator again managed The Journal of Aesthetics 
and Art Criticism. With the help of Dr. Wrolstad, 
Museum Editor, its appearance and readability were 
much improved. Its circulation is growing slowly 
but steadily, and more emphasis is being placed on 
articles dealing with the visual arts. Dr. Saisselin 
has been of great help in the editorial and translation 
work as well as in teaching courses for Museum 
members on French art and civilization. 

Dr. Johnson, Dr. Saisselin, and the Curator took 
active parts in the annual meeting of The American 
Society for Aesthetics in Brooklyn, N. Y., in October. 
The Curator went to Europe during the summer and 
took part in two meetings in the field of aesthetics. 
The first was in London in July, where he spoke at 
the organizing meeting of the new British Society for 
Aesthetics. In September he took part in The Fourth 
International Congress on Aesthetics in Athens, 
Greece. The Curator had acted as a member of the 
international organizing committee during the pre- 
vious several months. This Congress attracted over 
200 participants from 20 different countries, includ- 
ing India, Japan, and Russia, as well as American 
and European scholars. 

In addition to the list of publications, below, a 
number of articles and reviews have been published 
in The Journal of Aesthetics and Art Criticism by 
Dr. Lee, Mr. Francis, and Mr. Henning. Writings 
by Drs. Johnson and Saisselin form a welcome ad- 
dition to the list of publications. 

It is a pleasure to mention also the excellent work 
and fine sense of responsibility shown by the sec- 
retaries in the Department—Mrs. Wright, Mrs. 
Sinnott, and Mrs. Maher in the Education Office— 
and Miss Filak as the Curator’s secretary.

Extension Exhibitions Department 


The Department became a separate division of the 
Museum in 1960. Outstanding in its expanding pro- 
gram was the opening of a second extension gallery 
on June 6 at the Main Library. Regular gallery hours 
are maintained for the public. Exhibitions are 
changed every three months. Attendance at the Li- 
brary Art Gallery from June through December was 
12,252. Karamu Gallery attendance for the year was 
27,841. The third gallery, at Lakewood High School, 
is nearing completion. 

Seven new schools were added to the group of 144 
schools, libraries, and social-welfare organizations 
which have been receiving continuous service. The 
paintings and case exhibits installed by the staff are 
correlated with the activities of the institution 
through conferences with supervisors and curriculum 
directors. Numerous other institutions receive an 
occasional exhibit. These exhibits and the use of 
objects by teachers for classroom illustration make 
excellent preparation for Museum gallery visits. 


Cleaning, restoring, and otherwise preparing ob- 
jects for exhibition is also an important part of the 
work of the Department. 

The staff was increased by one assistant when Mr. 
Christopher Muhlert came to the Department in 
January. Miss Elizabeth Ash joined the staff in 
March as the replacement of one assistant.

Musical Arts Department 


The year showed another increase in the Depart- 
ment’s scope of activity. Fifty programs of music 
were presented, including twenty-four half-hour and 
five full-length recitals by the Curator on the Mc- 
Myler Organ of the Museum. 

As in former years, the Department continued to 
sponsor chamber music. Most notable chamber 
music groups on tour make their first local appear- 
ance in the Museum, and this year brought us six 
such events: The New Danish Quartet of Copen- 
hagen (sponsored by the Danish Government); the 
Netherlands Quartet of Amsterdam; the Tiio Bol- 
zano of that Italian city; the Ritter Duo of St. Louis; 
the new Faculty Woodwind Quintet of Oberlin Con- 
servatory; and the Duo-pianists Levin and McGraw 
of Boston in an unusual program of piano duets. 
The LaSalle Quartet of the University of Cincinnati 
returned for its third appearance. 

In recent years great interest has been shown in 
programs of chamber music or chamber orchestra 
which use the Museum’s excellent harpsichord. The 
Curator conducted a program of concerti featuring 
as soloists Daniel Majeski and Kurt Loebel, violin; 
Harry Fuchs, violoncello; and Elden Gatwood, oboe.

Orchestra, as were the other instrumentalists in this 
concert, and in all others requiring orchestra. 

The Department has sponsored performances of 
three major choral works. The Bach Mass in B Minor 
and Christmas Oratorio were given in St. Paul’s 
Church by the St. Paul’s Festival Choir with soloists 
and members of the Cleveland Orchestra, conducted 
by the Curator. The same forces presented The 
Creation by Haydn on a pleasant late June evening 
in the outer Garden Court, which is admirable for 
concerts. 

Other activities included a recital by an outstand- 
ing Cleveland pianist, Marianne Matousek Mastics; 
an organ recital by André Marchal of Paris; the 
annual visit of the Fortnightly Musical Club which 
gave a program of vocal and piano music, an un- 
usual program of piano music by local composers 
for children played by children of the junior division 
of the Fortnightly Musical Club; a lecture-recital for 
clergy, nuns, and church musicians of the Music 
Guild of the Diocese of Cleveland; and in January 
the Curator played a special program of Bach organ 
music in conjunction with a series of events in West- 
ern Reserve University arranged by the Curator to 
commemorate the eighty-fifth birthday of Albert 
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Schweitzer, the series being a symposium considera- 
tion of the man as musician, theologian, philosopher, 
and physician. Use of the Museum organ seemed 
logical because it was the only instrument Dr. 
Schweitzer asked to see when he came to this country 
a few years ago. The annual program of Christmas 
Carols took place with the customary choirs, brass, 
and organ, jointly sponsored by the Junior Council 
of the Museum, the Cleveland Press & News which 
most cooperatively assumed the former sponsorship 
of The Cleveland News, and the Department. 

The May Festival of Contemporary Music, inau- 
gurated in 1959 to parallel, in terms of music, the long 
established May Show, met with such success that 
it was repeated and made an annual event. As before, 
each of several institutions contributed one program 
to the series. Programs were given by the following 
institutions which were increased in number over 
1959: Baldwin-Wallace Conservatory, the Com- 
posers’ Guild of the Fortnightly Musical Club, the 
Musart Society of The Cleveland Museum of Art, 
the Cleveland Philharmonic Orchestra, the Cleve- 
land Music School Settlement, the Cleveland Insti- 
tute of Music, Western Reserve University, the 
Cleveland Chamber Music Society, and The Cleve- 
land Museum of Art. The University Circle Develop- 
ment Foundation assisted in planning and promotion, 
and the Cleveland Foundation provided a sum 
toward costs of publishing programs. All events were 
held in the Museum except for the Cleveland Phil- 
harmonic Orchestra program and the Western Re- 
serve opera which were given on the University 
campus. 

Programs of music continue to receive warm and 
appreciative support from the public. Attendance has 
increased, particularly for the organ recitals. An 
excellent public address system in the Garden Court 
is welcomed by overflow audiences at auditorium 
events. There is a notable increase in the number of 
students of college age in all audiences. 

The Musart Society of The Cleveland Museum of 
Art continues its valuable and essential contribu- 
tion which augments the program budget derived 
from the splendid McMyler Music Foundation which 
for forty years has given significant service to the 
art of music.

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Library 


One of the high spots of the year was the Convention 
of the Special Libraries Association which brought 
librarians from all over the United States and Canada 
to Cleveland in June. Many of them came to visit the 
Library and the collections of the Museum. A special 
tour and tea were given for the Museum Section. 
Librarians from Detroit, Boston, and New York 
museums stayed over for further study of the Li- 
brary’s methods and procedures. The Librarian 
served as Chairman of the Hospitality Committee 
for the Convention. 

The growth in the use of the Library is evidenced 
in the increase in the number of visitors and readers 
from about 14,000 in 1960 to over 17,000 in 1961; 
the number of questions answered from about 3,700 
in 1960 to over 4,000 in 1961. For the 2,503 books 
accessioned and cataloged, 13,500 cards were pre- 
pared. About 5,000 cards were prepared and sent to 
the Regional Union Catalog at Freiburger Library, 
Western Reserve University, and to the Art Depart- 
ment of the Cleveland Public Library. Two hundred 
periodical report cards were also sent to the Area 
Union List of Serials at Western Reserve University 
and to the New Serial Titles, Washington, D.C. The 
checking was done for the first two sections of the 
third edition of the Union List of Serials to be pub- 
lished in 1962. By gift, subscription, and exchange 
45 periodicals were added; 320 periodicals and books 
were bound; 4,700 clippings were added to the Artist 
Clipping File. 

In the Photograph Room, circulation increased 
from 11,100 in 1960 to 15,900. Material was used 
in Museum, college, and school classes for demon- 
stration and exhibition purposes, as well as by church 
and university extension groups. Art teachers from 
the Shaker Heights schools came regularly on Fri- 
days to select material to be used in the following 
week’s classes. A Western Reserve University class 
of teachers working for the degree of Master of Arts 
used the department as a workshop for preparing les- 
son plans. Near the end of the year, installation of 
cupboards on the south wall for storage of large 
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color prints was begun. Thirty-five hundred photo- 
graphs and color reproductions were acquired; 1,920 
were mounted. 

The Slide Room collection was enriched by 2,500 
2x2 inch color slides on American art in all fields 
from colonial times to the present. They were ac- 
quired with the cooperation of a $1,500 grant from 
the Carnegie Corporation of New York and have 
been in constant use. Another important acquisition 
was of color slides of the history of French civiliza- 
tion produced by Cultural History Research, Inc. 
These were used to illustrate the courses given by 
Dr. Rémy Saisselin, French Art and Civilization. 
Over 5,000 slides were bound. Total circulation was 
88,669. 

The Librarian served as program chairman for the 
Museum Division of the Special Libraries Associa- 
tion for the Cleveland meetings. She was appointed 
to the program committee for the Art Subject Spe- 
cialists of the American Library Association for the 
Convention in Cleveland in July, 1961. She met with 
the University Area librarians for discussion of 
library problems.

Public Relations Department 


Town and Country’s tribute to the Museum and 
Cleveland was one of the high points of the year. 
The February issue focused on “Cleveland’s Billion 
Dollar Treasure.” The front cover carried Rodin’s 
The Thinker and sixteen inside pages were devoted 
to the Museum’s collections. The Halle Brothers 
Company used their Euclid Avenue windows to point 
up this issue by using nine Museum objects for the 
one-week display. 

Twice during the year Museum objects were re- 
produced in Time with a full page in color devoted 
to de La Tour’s The Repentant St. Peter. In January 
Art News used a full-color page of Roshu’s six-fold 
screen, The Pass Through The Mountains. Other 
publicity on a national level included six covers on 
the widely distributed Book-of-the-Month Club 
News; a five-column picture of the newly-acquired 
Zurbaran painting The Holy House of Nazareth in 
The New York Times; an article on the Museum in 
The Nation by Maurice Grosser; and a full-page 
color story in The Philadelphia Inquirer on the Mu- 
seum’s armor collection. 

The Children’s Fair sponsored by The Junior 
Council of the Museum aroused an enthusiastic com- 
munity response. News media appreciating the edu- 


cational purpose of the fair were generous in publi- 
cizing the event. 

The Pictorial Magazine of the Cleveland Plain 
Dealer ran feature stories on the Lyonel Feininger 
Memorial Exhibition, the Children’s Fair, the May 
Show and the children’s outdoor classes. During the 
Christmas holidays they used the The Holy House of 
Nazareth in full color. The Museum’s Madonna and 
Child With Angels by Francesco Fiorentino was 
used by the Higbee Company in their full-page 
Christmas greeting in The Cleveland Plain Dealer. 

The Cleveland Press & News reproduced a number 
of Museum paintings in their Christmas issue and 
Museum objects were used on the covers of numer- 
ous church bulletins in Cleveland and other parts of 
the country. In December Presbyterian Life used El 
Greco’s Holy Family in color on its front cover, and 
color reproductions of Titian’s Adoration of the 
Magi and Poussin’s Flight Into Egypt on their inside 
pages. The Youngstown Vindicator, The Akron 
Beacon-Journal and the Toledo Blade have contin- 
ued their extensive coverage of Museum activities. 

The Department arranged for Museum staff 
members to participate in numerous television and 
radio programs including a series of interviews on 
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WGAR and WEWS-TV. Spot announcements on all 
Museum lectures and exhibits were used regularly 
by all local stations. KYW, WEWS, and WJW re- 
ported all major openings and internationally impor- 
tant visitors to the Museum. 

During the year 36,000 card calendars, posters, 
and car cards were displayed in schools, stores, li- 
braries, newsstands, hotels, and buses. Organizations 
and individuals received 80,000 copies of the pro- 
gram of events. 

In 1960 the Museum was the major topic in 544 
stories and was mentioned in 1,118 other articles in 
periodicals in the United States and Europe. 

The Museum’s expansion continues to receive 
world-wide recognition as it increases its vital role 
in the life and enrichment of this community. During 
1960 over 426,490 persons visited the Museum.

During the year 1,278 items were received and re- 
corded for examination and study by curators; a large 
increase over 1959. A total of 6,039 objects were 
processed by the Department, of which 295 were 
accessioned for the permanent collection and 3,208 
were received as entries for the May Show; 391 
objects were lent for exhibition in the United States, 
Canada, Mexico, and Europe. Eleven special exhibi- 
tions were held, for which the Museum borrowed 
1,258 objects. 

The Museum was the regional center for the re- 
ceiving and screening of the XXI Ceramic National 
Exhibition to be held at Syracuse. Shipment to and 
from foreign countries increased considerably, and 
through the excellent cooperation of our customs 
broker and numerous departmental trips to the air- 
port and customs office to facilitate deliveries, ship- 
ments were handled with greater efficiency. Addi- 
tional work was involved in handling a large number 
of objects being processed for trade or exchange, as 
well as a great many items being lent for exhibition 
in the new galleries opened at Cleveland Public Li- 
brary, Lakewood High School, and Karamu House. 
Much time was spent in checking catalogue informa- 
tion, research for outside as well as Museum publi- 
cations, the compiling of reports, and giving assist- 
ance to students for study purposes.

Restoration Department 


The Department this past year cleaned and restored 
thirty-eight paintings, most notable among them: 
Catskills by Thomas Cole; Odalisque and French 
Volunteer by T. Couture; Coast Near Villerville by 
Daubigny; Crucifixion by Sodoma; and the portraits 
of Dr. and Mrs. James Stuart by Gilbert Stuart. 
The Decorative Arts Department sent a total of 
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fifteen objects to be cleaned and restored, most im- 
portant of these: Weeping Virgin by Veit Stoss; 
Christ Child by Baccio da Montelupo; Madonna and 
Child with Saints by Giovanni Di Agostino; Adam 
and Eve by Conrad Meit; Madonna and Child, South 
Bohemian; and Saint John the Evangelist, Italian. 

The Oriental, and Prints and Drawings Depart- 
ments also sent objects to be cleaned and restored. 

The addition of Frederick L. Hollendonner as 
Associate Preparator has made this volume of work 
possible.

Buildings and Grounds 
Department 


During 1960 several maintenance and improvement 
projects were completed. A new fire alarm system, 
corresponding to the system already in use in the new 
wing, was installed in the old building of the Mu- 
seum. The roof of the old building was re-treated and 
re-coated with a fiberglas underlayment. Two new 
outdoor signs were installed—one on Euclid Ave- 
nue and one at the East Boulevard entrance to the 
parking lot. 

A supply cabinet for the first-aid room was installed 
and stocked with basic first-aid needs. A lost-and- 
found headquarters was established in the ground- 
floor checkroom; a large, locked cupboard was in- 
stalled for its use; and the Captain of Guards was 
placed in charge of the operation. 

It was a busy year for the parking lot—113,809 
cars were recorded. The Musical Arts Association 
parked 1,818 cars during the concert season. 

During the year the Department handled 3,796 
incoming shipments, 604 outgoing shipments; 1,223 
“requests for service” from the various departments 
were completed. Daily, weekly, and monthly inspec- 
tions and tests of mechanical and electrical systems 
resulted in no major breakdowns or failures.

The May Show 


The 42nd Annual Exhibition of Work by Cleveland 
Artists and Craftsmen—the May Show—was held 
from May 4 to June 12. From the 3,177 objects sub- 
mitted by 619 entrants, the jury selected 538 works 
representing 254 artists. 

Each year the number of applications received 
from artists living in nearby townships has increased, 
and while Cleveland remained their center of activity, 
these persons became ineligible to enter the May 
Show. Consideration was therefore given to a com- 
plete geographical revision of boundaries. After due 
discussion of the details involved, a tentative pro- 
posal was submitted to the Board of Trustees, who 
voted that, beginning in 1961 the May Show should 
cover substantially the area of the old Western Re- 
serve; signifying that all artists and craftsmen living 
or born in Greater Cleveland (Cuyahoga County) 
and those residing in the following counties would 
become eligible to submit entries: Ashland, Ashta- 
bula, Erie, Geauga, Huron, Lake, Lorain, Mahoning, 
Medina, Portage, Summit, and Trumbull. 

The Museum again invited an advisor to the jury 
for photographic entries. Since crafts represent 
nearly one third of all May Show entries, it was felt 
that an expert serving in a similar capacity be in- 
vited to make his recommendations to the jury on 
the submitted crafts. 

The excellent response of the public to the May 
Show was reflected in the impressive sales total of 
$23,773; eighty per cent of which was effected dur- 
ing the two previews. The number of objects sold 
totaled 464. 

The Museum selected twenty-six oils and thirty- 
six water colors, drawings, and graphic prints from 
the May Show to be circulated among various mu- 
seums, colleges, universities, and art centers in nine 
states, to form the 32nd Traveling Exhibition of 
Oils and the 33rd Traveling Exhibition of Water 
Colors by Cleveland Artists, 1960-61.

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Publications Department 


Two general trends can be noted in The Bulletin of 
The Cleveland Museum of Art during 1960: addi- 
tional color reproductions and longer, more com- 
prehensive articles by curators with increased use of 
comparative illustrations. Volume XLVII of the 
Bulletin included: seventeen major articles; two ex- 
hibition catalogues, The May Show (May) and The 
Year in Review (December); and the Museum’s 
Annual Report (June). The ten numbers totaled 256 
pages; approximately 9,500 copies of each were dis- 
tributed. 

The Department was responsible for the design 
and production of Edward Henning’s Paths of Ab- 
stract Art, the catalogue for the Paths of Abstract 
Art Exhibition. The hard-cover edition of the book 
is being distributed nationally by Harry N. Abrams, 
Inc. The Department also produced Coming Events, 
and a variety of educational and Sales Desk material. 
During the year The Journal of Aesthetics and Art 
Criticism was redesigned by the Editor. 

Miss Charlotte Finley joined the staff in August, 
replacing Mr. William H. O’Kane as editorial assist- 
ant. Mrs. Lois T. Gillett assumed general direction 
of Sales Desk operations in September. 

During the fall season the Editor gave a Members’ 
Course, The Art of Typography, and taught a 
course for the Journalism Department of Western 
Reserve University. He lectured before several local 
groups and published “Adult Preferences in Typog- 
raphy: Exploring the Function of Design” in Jour- 
nalism Quarterly, XXXVII (Spring, 1960), 211-223.

Japanese Decorative Style 


Maurice B. Prendergast, 1859-1924 


A retrospective exhibition of the work of Maurice B. 
Prendergast (1859-1924) will open in the Special 
Exhibition Galleries on June 21. Comprised of 
forty-eight oils, seventy-five water colors, twenty 
monotypes, and four sketchbooks, the exhibition is 
a welcome return of the work of this distinguished 
American artist. A memorial exhibition was held in 
the Museum in 1926. Prendergast came into his 
creative years at the turn of the century and his work 
reflects life in those untroubled times. The peaceful 
world of holidays—parades, parties, picnics, in set- 
tings of sunlit charm—illustrate his intrinsic charm, 
instinct for color, and disciplined sense of form. In- 
spired by the French symbolist painters, Prendergast 
achieved a highly individual, native style of his own. 
Filled with invention, his work records the small 
dramas and delights of everyday life. The exhibition 
closes July 30. An Exhibition of Contemporary 
Enamels, circulated by the Smithsonian Institution, 
will be shown concurrently in Gallery 27. 

An exhibition of Japanese Decorative Style—one 
of the most original and creative artistic contribu- 
tions of Japan—will be displayed in the Special 
Exhibition Galleries from August 30 to October 15. 
Over 175 objects trace the development and varia- 
tions of Japanese decorative style from the tenth 
century to its decline in the nineteenth century. 
Painting in various media—on screens, panels, scrolls, 
album leaves—porcelains, woodblock prints, metal- 
work, woodwork, ceremonial robes, and lacquer 
brilliantly illustrate this truly original Japanese con- 
tribution to the world of art. The exhibition has been 
organized by The Cleveland Museum of Art and co- 
sponsored by the Art Institute of Chicago.
